ANNUAL  REPORT

To-  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the 
Borough  of  Grantham. 

Mesdames  and  Gentlemen, 

1 have  the  honour  to  present  my  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Administration  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1945. 

The  report  is  prepared  on  the  basis  indicated  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health  Circular  of  March,  1945,  and  a statistical  summary  is 
placed  at  the  beginning  of  the  report. 

It  will  be  found  that  there  has  been  a diminution!  in  the 
number  of  births,  464  as  compared  with  513  in  1944.  Of  the 
births  64  were  Illegitimate,  representing  14.2  per  cent  of  births. 
The  birth-rate,  20.8  per  thousand,  is  definitely  above  the  average 
for  the  year,  and  the  mortality  rates  for  all  ages,  and  the  infantile 
rate  approximate  to  the  average.  The  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee  are  aware  of  the  difficulties  associated  with  the 
arrangements  for  childbirth,  both  in  private  houses  and 
institutions,  and  are  carrying  out  the  methods  proposed  in  the 
various  Ministry  of  Health  Circulars,  so  far  as  possible. 

GENERAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  BOROUGH 

The  Public  Health  has  been  good,  though  Infectious  Diseases 
were  rather  more  prevalent  than  in  1944.  A satisfactory  report 
was  made  on  the  incidence  of  Venereal  Disease  locally  by  the 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Scabies  is  much  less  prevalent. 

The  water  supply  of  the  District  is  closely  watched  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector,  and  frequent  bacteriological  examinations  are 
made  by  the  Public  Analyst.

It  will  be  seen  that  there  was  a considerable  epidemic  of 
measles  during  the  year,  but  otherwise  the  incidence  of  disease 
was  satisfactorily  low. 

There  were  six  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever.  Two  were  sent  to 
Bourne  and  one  to  our  own  Isolation  Hospital.  Three  notifications 
of  Diphtheria  were  received,  two  of  them  relating  to  adults,  the 
third  case  ended  fatally,  a little  girl  of  4 requiring  an  urgent 
operation  for  tracheotomy.  The  child,  together  with  two 
o)ther  members  . of  the  family,  had  received  immunisation 
treatment. 


Four  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  were  notified.  All  received 
Hospital  treatment  and  two  had  a fatal  issue. 


TUBERCULOSIS 

Notifications  of  twelve  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and 
nineteen  cases  of  N on-P ulmonary  Disease  were  received.  Twelve 
cases  of  Adenitis  were  included  in  the  Non-Pulmonary  figures,  a 
higher  figure  than  usual.  The  incidence  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  is  found  to  represent  rather  less  than  an  average 
figure.  These  cases  will  be  found  duly  tabulated  in  the  report 
as  regards  both  incidence  and  mortality  in  their  birth  categories. 

It  will  be  seen,  that  there  were  seven  deaths  from  Pulmonary 
disease  and  only  two  from  Non-Pulmonary  4 uberculosis.

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Appended  is  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Senior  Health  Visitor, 
which  will  be  found  to  be  of  great  interest.  It  will  be  remembered 
that  the  figures  shewn,  particularly  those  of  Notifications  of 
Births,  refer  to  a considerable  number  of  persons  who  are 
technically  non-residents  of  the  Borough. 

The  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  will  give  an  account  of  the 
building  activities  in  the  Borough.

THE  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLY 


The  town’s  water  supply,  which  is  distributed  by  the 
Grantham  Waterworks  Company,  was  sampled  on  twenty-three 
occasions,  and  in  every  instance  was  reported  by  the  Analyst  to 
be  of  satisfactory  bacterial  quality. 

A copy  of  his  report  upon  a sample  of  water  taken  from  the 
public  supply  in  February  is  given  below: —

ANALYST’S  REMARKS.— This  water  is  of  satisfactory 
bacterial  and  chemical  quality  for  human  consumption,  domestic 
use  and  dairy  purposes.  From  the  somewhat  high  ammonia 
values  it  is  probable  that  this  supply  is  subject  to  pollution  and 
the  continuous  system  of  adequate  chlorination  in  operation  must  at 
all  times  be  maintained. 

THE  CONDUIT 

As  stated  in  my  previous  report,  a Hypochlorinator  was 
installed  at  the  Conduit,  which  is  an  ancient  pubhc  water  supply 
in  the  Market  Place.  Three  samples  of  the  water  were  submitted 
to  the  Analyst,  and  one  was  reported  to  be  of  unsatisfactory 
bacterial  quality.  Upon  investigation  this  was  found  to  be  due 
to  the  chlorinating  apparatus  not  functioning  properly.  Immediate 
steps  were  taken  to  remedy  the  fault. 

PRIVATE  WELLS 

One  shallow  well  was  closed  as  a result  of  informal  action, 
the  dwelling  house  being  supplied  with  a piped  supply  from  the 
public  mains. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 

The  River  Witham  and  its  small  tributary,  the  Mowbeck,  are 
the  two  watercourses  flowing  through  the  Borough. 

During  the  year  frequent  visits  were  made  to  the  Mowbeck  at 
various  points,  and  gross  pollution  was  visible  on  many  occasions. 
Eleven  samples  of  water  from  the  stream  and  from  effluents 
entering  it,  were  submitted  for  Analysis  and  were  mostly  reported 
upon  adversely. 


Two  industrial  firms  constructed  oil  traps  after  receiving 
intimation  that  their  trade  waste  was  causing  pollution.  The 
traps  have  functioned  fairly  successfully  and  have  eliminated  oily 
matter  from  the  effluents  prior  to  their  entry  into  the  Mowbeck. 

Certain  dykes  and  banks  of  the  Mowbeck  were  cleansed  in 
the  course  of  the  year. 

There  was  no  gross  pollution  of  the  river. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION 

Three  conversions  of  pail  closets  were  carried  out  during  the 
year.  Some  fifty  pail  closets  remain  to  be  dealt  with  in  the 
Barrowby  High  Road  and  Gonerby  Hill  Foot  area  as  and  when 
an  adequate  sewer  is  made  available. 

COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL  OF  REFUSE 

Mechanical  haulage  used  in  the  collection  of  refuse  consists  of 
four  S.D.  Freighters. 

In  January  a special  report  upon  present  and  future  problems 
of  refuse  collection  and  disposal  was  submitted  to  the  Health 
Committee  for  their  consideration. 

The  acute  shortage  of  labour  experienced  during  the  war 
years  continued  until  May  when  conditions  had  so-  improved  that 
it  became  possible  to-  give  a twice  monthly  collection.  This 
frequency  was  maintained  until  the  end  of  the  year. 

Efforts  to-  find  sufficient  labour  at  the  refuse  destructor  having 
met  with  no  success  the  incineration  of  all  refuse  yielded  in  the 
Borough  was  impracticable.  The  surplus  therefore  was  disposed 
o-f  by  controlled  methods  at  the  Council's  Dysart  Road  Tip. 

In  September  the  Health  Committee  approved  of  a scheme 
for  providing  forced  draught  at  the  destructor  by  means  of  a 
motor-driven  fan,  involving  the  supply  of  electricity  for  power 
and  lighting  purposes  by  cable  from  Belton  Lane . 

SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  AREA 

A summary  of  inspections  made  during  the  year  is  appended 
on  page  17. 

One  hundred  and  ninety-four  informal  notices  and  forty-one 
statutory  notices  were  served.  It  was  found  difficult  to  secure 
-the  abatement  of  nuisances  arising  from  structural  defects  within 
a time  limit  which  would  normally  have  been  considered  reason- 
able in  pre-war  days,  and  this  was  undoubtedly  due  to  the  amount 
of  labour  and  materials  available  for  general  maintenance  work 
being  below  the  level  required  in  this  borough. 
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Under  the  circumstances  only  general  repairs  of  an  absolutely 
essential  character  could  be  called  for  by  my  department,  and 
consequently  no  substantial  improvement  in  the  general  standard 
of  working  class  accommodation  in  the  district  took  place. 


MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

Legal  proceedings  were  taken  in  one  instance  against  the 
occupier  of  a dwelling- van  for  continuously  using  an  unsuitable 
site  in  respect  of  which  no  licence  had  been  granted  under  Section 
‘269  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1986.  A fine  of  £3  was  imposed. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT 

No-  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  of  nuisances 
arising  from  smoke,  and  it  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  any 
statutory  action  for  the  abatement  of  smoke  nuisances. 

RATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT,  1919. 

INFESTATION  ORDER,  1943. 

The  work  of  rodent  destruction  proceeded  on  systematic  lines, 
and  a very  thorough  and  extensive  treatment  of  the  sewers  was 
undertaken  with  good  results.  In  addition,  a large  number  of 
private  premises  were  dealt  with  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry’s 
recommended  methods,  and  it  was  estimated  that  during  the  year 
over  8,500  rats  were  exterminated. 

MILK  SUPPLY 

MILK  AND  DAIRIES  ORDER,  1926. 

The  number  of  dairymen  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the 
year  was  twenty-four.  Ninety-two  visits  were  made  to  dairies 
and  cowsheds. 

MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATIONS)  ORDER,  1936. 

There  is  one  Pasteurising  establishment  licensed  under  this 
Order.  Of  twenty-two  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  procured 
during  the  year,  twenty  were  found  to  comply  with  the  required 
standard,  one  indicated  that  the  milk  was  under-pasteurised,  and 
one  failed  to  pass  the  “methylene  blue”  test. 

SAMPLING  OF  MILK  SUPPLIES 

Fifty-five  samples  of  ungraded  milk  were  submitted  for  bac- 
teriological examination  arid  keeping  quality  tests;  six  were 
recorded  as  of  bad,  or  very  bad,  keeping  quality,  the  remainder 
being  satisfactory. 
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An  arrangement  was  made  with  the  County  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  that  samples  of  all  milk  retailed  in  the  borough  be  taken 
for  biological!  testing  at  suitable  intervals. 

Samples  of  milk  for  this  purpose  were  procured  from  44 
sources,  and  3 which  were  reported  as  positive  were  referred  to 
the  Divisional  Veterinary  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries.  As  a result  two>  cows  were  slaughtered  under  the 
T.B.  Order. 


MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION 


All!  slaughtering  of  livestock  for  human  consumption  continued 
to  be  centralised  at  the  Government-controlled  slaughterhouse. 
Three  hundred  and  ninety-nine  visits  were  made  thereto'  during 
the  year  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  inspection  of  carcases. 

Details  of  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered  and  inspected  is 
given  in  tabulated  form  on  page  18.

Only  one  sample  of  ice-cream  was 
submitted  for  analysis,  and  it  was  considered  to  be  of  poor  quality 
and  lacking  in  fats  and  sugar,  but  in  view  of  the  shortage  of 
ice-cream  ingredients  and  lack  of  any  legal  standard  the  matter 
was  not  pursued.

HOUSING

to  housing  progress. 

Contracts  were  placed  during  the  year  for  advanced  prepara- 
tion of  three  sites,  viz.: — 

No.  1 Site. — -New  Beacon  Lane  when  developed  will 
accommodate  138  houses. 

No.  2 Site. — An  irregular  piece  of  land  between  Signal 
Road  and  New  Beacon  Road  when 
developed  will  take  50  houses  in  addition 
to  8 or  10  shops  and  flats. 

No.  3 Site. — Bolton  Avenue:  This  land  was  acquired 
for  the  purpose  of  building  permanent 
houses  thereon,  but  it  has  been  decided  to 
take  advantage  of  the  Government’s 
temporary  Housing  Act  and  to  utilise  the 
site  for  100  temporary  bungalows  allocated 
by  the  Government.  The  work  on  fourn 
dation  slabs  for  the  latter  was  commenced 
in,  August  but  none  was  completed  during 

the  year.
